These are the instructions for a loop that is portable, cheap, and easy to build, even if 
you are not good with electronics. The instructions include a slight variation on the | 
transistor loop amplifier. The loop by itself has good gain, but is a little weak on the lower 
BCB frequenc You may wish to build the loop by itself if you have a preamp with more gain. 
If not, the jer helps out the lower frequencies. ‘There are many variations to this loop, 
and I will x on them all. 


LE CAPACITOR(a single gang capacitor will work, but the below fixed 
needed ) 
E POLE SINGLE THROW ; 
TGR 200-400pF (only needed if you have a single gang capacitor, more capacitance 
i-more on this later)

SOME WIRE R CONNECTIONS : 

RG-58 COAX(long enough to reach receiver from antenna) wire of the same length will work 
1* SMALL BLOCK OF WOOD(2 or 3" high, sides 4" long) 
1* WOOD OR METAL BOX(4 to 6" high, 1' long) ; ; 
In place of the *'sd parts above, you can use a big block of wood with a hole drilled in the 
center big enough for the dowel to fit in and be able to rotate. Also, it must weigh enough to 
support the 55’ of coax without it tipping over. This does not look as good, but it saves a 
couple of dollars. ; 

Take the 55' of coax and cut the shield exactly in the middle(224'). This should be about 
an inch lo Cut through the outer covering and the shield, but not the center insulation or 
center conductor. Next, wind the loop in loops of 17%". This should come out to be about 11 
turns. Use viny) or electrical tape to hold the loop in place. ‘This tape also works best to 
fasten it to the dowel. If you used the *'ed parts above, do the following:take the small wood 
block and drill a hole a bit biager than the dowel all] the way through. Glue or nail this dowm 
to the center of the box on the bottom. Also drill a hole the same size directly above the 
small block. ; 

If you did not use the *'ed parts, do this:drill a hole the size of the dowel and a bit 
bigger, so it can rotate. Drill it about 3” deep, maybe more, depending on how big your block 
of wood is. 

No matter which way you did the above, now put two nails in the dowel towards the bottom. 
Do not put them two low, otherwise the loop will not fit in the hole made for it. These are 
for connectic Solder the ends of the coax to the nails. Solider a piece of wire to each 
nail, and the other end to the variable capacitor. Look at the drawing or schematic for the 
rest of the connections. 

All loops made like this will be slightly different in their tuning ranges. Because of 
this, I will tet you how to fix it if it does not tune the whole band. Tune ina station | 
around 540 KHz. Hook together the two gangs of the capacitor, or add the fixed capacitor if 
you do not heve a two gang capacitor. Adjust the capacitor until it peaks on the station 
around 540 kHz. If it will not peak, add more capacitance. 100-300 pF should be enough. If 
it still does not tune that low, add more capacitance. With the recent craze in NDB's, you may 
want to add more capacitance so the loop can tune to about 510 KHz. Now find a station close 
to 1600 KHz. Unhook the capacitor(s) and/or the other gang. Tune the capacitor to a peak. 
The plates of the capacitor should be out most of the way. If it doesn't tune this high, it ; 
will be necessary to remove a turn from each end of the coax. You do this to keep the break in 
the shield in the middle. You might want to make it tune 1600 KHz with a lot of rome to spare, 


since the band will be expanding soon.

The line connecting R2 and the bottom part of C is a little confusing. The arrow on R2 
where the connection is is the middle prong of the potentiometer. I also tried building this 
the way it showed on the original instructions, and this way seems to work a little better, 
and costs the same. 

Many of the parts ror both the loop and amplifier can be found in old radios that don't 
work. The coax costs the most out of the $35 or so that it will cost to build this(both the 
loop and amplifier). The parts excluding the variable capacitor cost around $9 and the 
variable capacitor costs anywhere from around $5 to as much as $25. Any questions carl be 
sent to me.

FM radio station in USSR 


r entertainment 
company has signed an agreement 
with Soviet officials to establish 
Moscow’s first commercial FM ra- 
dio station, which organizers say’ 
will begin broadcasting later this 
summer. 

Video Communications and Ra- 
dio Inc. said it struck a joint agree 
ment with the Soviet Agency for 
Cultural, Sports and Business De 
velopment to build a 60,000 watt 
transmitter and broadcast studios 
iin the Soviet capital 

The on, Lenlatively named 
Radio 7, will begin broadcasting 
on a limited three-hour daily 
schedule early next month and 
eventually plans le expand into a 
24-hour format, featuring Europe 
an and American pop music and 
jan 

“This started with discussions 
we had with the Soviels more than 
18 months ago, and we hay 


confidence the venture will go 
ahead," said Video Communica- 
tions President Ben Doud. 

The operators hope to sell ad- 
vertising time to American com- 
panies alreacly doing business in 
the Soviel Union, auch as General 
Electric, Levi Strauss and Camp- 
bell Soup, collecting revenues in 
dollars. 

Moscow already has six radio 
stations, broadcasting on the AM 
and shortwave bands. Bui a large 
segment of the population has FM 
teceivers, which ibey use lo cap- 
ture signals from stations in Hu 
rope, Doud said. The FM frequen- 
cy the station will use was 
originally assigaed te the Soviet 
military, which used it for comma- 
nications. 

Video Communications said it is 
investing $500,000 up-front to start 
the station and will split the prof- 
its with its Soviet partners.

FOC SHUTS DOWN FALCON CABLE THIEVISION SYSTEM 
FOR 
EXCESSIVE LEAZAGE ON AVIATION FREQUENCIES 


On April 24, 1991, the FCC's Los Angeles Office issued a cease operations 
order to Falcon Cable Television of Mojave, California. Falcon was ordered 
to shut down its system because the results of an FCC inspection showed 
numerous signal leaks on the aviation frequencies. The leaks were in excess 
of the 20 microvolt limit and far exceeded the cumlative leakage index (CLI) 
of 64. 


The CLI standard, as defined in Section 76.611 of the Commission's Rules, was 
designed to prevent harmful interference to aeronautical camminications in the 
frequency bands 108-137 and 225-400 MHz. Violation of the Commission's CLI 
standard presents a threat to public safety. In addition to shut-down orders, 
possible penalties for violations of signal leakage rules include assessment 
of monetary forfeitures. Because of the safety-of-life concerns associated 
with excessive leakage from cable television systems, the Commission will 
continue to inspect and vigorously enforce its regulations in this area. 


Note: This "bust" of a cable company FCC is only one of several noted recently. It may signal a new activism 
on the part of the FCC to protect the rights and lives of citizens. The FCC and FAA have also been at odds over 
the issue of towers close to airports recently, but the FCC still cited defunct WOKJ-1550 for unlit tower lights and 
other problems. The citation may result in a $250,000 fine, the maximum allowable.
